> Like any inaugural 
event, Bradford’s first 
Chilifest had some 
minor bumps and glitches - 
including problems hooking 
up the stage's sound system. 

the problems delayed the Bradford 
Teen Idol semifinals for several hours. 

Glitches aside, Chilifest did all that 
promoter and founder Rick Brooks 
hoped it would do: brought thousands 
of people to Bradford's downtown, to 
enjoy the music, the day, and the chili. 
There were 15 or so "vendors” 
offering chilis that ranged from 
Connie Paixao’s sweet chili, sponsored 
by the Portuguese Cultural Centre, 
to the fiery-hot “Chocolate Ghost" 
Chili of Don Cherry's Sports Grill - a 
tastebud-blasdng combination of 
3 different hot peppers (including 
infamous Ghost peppers), ground 
beef, and yes, chocolate. 

Several chilis featured flavourful 
smokehouse sirloin or pulled pork; 
some had secret ingredients, that 
included cashews. For only $10, Chili 
fans could sample five entries, and 
vote for their favourite, by dropping a 
loonie in a jar. 

There was a KidZone with bouncing 
castles, a mini-midway, a miniature 
train that wound its way through the 
Chilifest crowds on Barrie St., which 
was closed to traffic between Doctor’s 
Lane and Holland St. And once the 
sound system was up and running, 
there was music on the main stage. 

The young contestants in the 
Bradford Teen Idol challenge faced 
the judges for a second time - this 
time on stage, in front of an audience 
of hundreds. Three young singers - 
Dahlia, Alessandra and Inez - wowed 
the crowd, and were selected to move 
on to the Finals, which will be held at 
Bradford Ribfest in September. Winner

Waste contract tweaked - for 2015 


The new Waste Management 
Contract signed by the County 
of Simcoe last year not only 
provided uniform collection 
across the County’s 16 member 
municipalities, it saved an 
estimated $2.6 million - even 
while increasing the number of 
yard waste collection days. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council heard an update 
from Debbie Korolnek, 

General Manager of 
Engineering, Planning 
and the Environment 
with the County of 
Simcoe, and Wiilma 
Bureau, Contracts 
and Collections 
Supervisor. 

There has been 
some “tweaking” of 
the contract, Council 
was told - primarily 
to address residents’ concerns 
about yard waste collection. 

The County now provides 

4 bi-weekly yard waste 
collections in the Spring, and 

5 bi-weekly collections in the 
fall, but last year started the 
schedule so early, that there 
was no yard waste collection 
after the Victoria Day long 
weekend - the traditional start 
of gardening season. 


And this year, Spring was so 
late that there was still snow 
on the ground in many parts 
of the County, for the first two 
collection dates. 

After a review. County Council 
agreed to change the Spring 
Yard Waste collection schedule 
- starting pick-up two weeks 
later, and thereby ensuring that 
there will be at least one, if not 
two, collections following the 
| May long 
weekend. 



left their yard waste bags at 
the curb - and Town public 
works employees, in an effort 
to keep the municipality clean, 
ended up collecting the bags. 
Bureau offered to work with 
the municipality to better 
“educate the public, and work 
to gain compliance,” to ensure 
that a similar situation doesn’t 
happen again. 

Korolnek pointed out that the 


“very comprehensive” Waste 
Management calendar and 
the County website both offer 
useful information. “We would 
urge people to call customer 
service,” she said, if there is 
any confusion - noting that 
the website offers an online 
tool that will send out an 
automated reminder to any 
registered resident, that a 
collection date is approaching. 

In response to a question 
from Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer, 
she said the County had not 
considered reimbursing the 
municipality for its extra costs. 

There may be additional 
costs this summer as well, 
thanks to confusion over the 
Waste Management calendar. 
Some local residents saw the 
green bar indicating curbside 
collection for the week of 
May 26, and set out bags of 
yard waste - not realizing that 
the “green” referred only to 
collection in the north half of 
the County. 

The final collection date 
in BWG and InnisfQ was the 
week of May 19 - indicated by 
a brown bar. There will be no 
further yard waste collection 
in the South portion of Simcoe 
County until October. 


Jumping the gun on election signage 


The Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury received 
a number of complaints, 
following Chilifest, regarding 
an election banner displayed 
by a sitting Councillor, who is 
also running for election in the 
2014 Municipal Election. 

The Town’s Sign By-law 
includes a section on election 


signs, which states that signs 
cannot be posted until after 
the close of nominations, on 
September 12. Candidates are 
free to campaign, and hand out 
literature and pamphlets - but 
can’t legally post election signs. 

There is no fine for infractions. 
According to the Town, By-law 
officers would normally issue a 


warning and confiscate the sign 
- but the officers at Chilifest 
were unaware of the infraction. 

Councillor Carl Hordyk 
explained, “It wasn’t my intent 
to break the sign By-law... I 
just wanted to support the 
event.” He said that he didn’t 
think the restrictions applied

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A timeline for Henderson Park 


Eha Naylor, of Dillon Consulting, 
was back before Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council on June 3, to 
present the Draft Master Plan Study 
for the Henderson Community Park. 

The nearly 100 acre property, at 10 
Sideroad and the 9th Line, was a gift 
from Phyllis Henderson - "a lovely 
gift. It is perfectly suited for what you 
intend,” Naylor said. 

She then presented a "vision for 
the next 20 years” that will see the 
park developed in a way that will be 
“affordable and logical, and meet the 
needs of the community, not only 
today but into the future.” 

The Master Plan calls for phasing-in 
of development, starting at the north 
end along the 9th Line. In the next 1 
to 3 years, the Town’s Leisure Services 
can construct 1 or 2 playing fields, 
parking and washroom facilities, and 
preserve the significant woodlot in the 
northeast comer, developing trails and 
a stormwater management system 
that will eventually provide the natural 
“spine" of the park. Preservation of 
nature is a key feature, Naylor told 
Council - along with providing a mix 
of active and passive recreation. 

As part of Phase 1, the Town will 
need to conduct feasibility studies 
“to ensure the infrastructure is there. 


and is appropriate for the park,” a 
functional servicing report, and traffic 
study to determine the impact on the 
9th Line. The Town must also address 
the concerns of the Lake Simcoe 
Region Conservation Authority, 


and phosphorus loading. 

“These studies can be done this 
summer and fall,” Naylor said, with the 
permitting process taking up much of 
2015. But once everything is in place, 
construction could begin, in 2015- 
2017. She estimated the cost of Phase 
1, including studies, as $3.4 million. 

Further stages of park development 
would be phased-in as recreation 
needs grow or change, and as the 
budget allows. 

The next step will be finalizing the 
Master Plan, and the Work Plan 
outlining the phasing, in the next few 
months. Director of Leisure Services 
Tom Graham promised that the final 
report will be back to Council at its 
first meeting in August. 

"It was a very creative exercise. Thank 
you for a job well done," said Mayor 
Doug White to Naylor. “It is something 
for everybody. In moving forward, 
this will be the centrepiece of our 
Recreation. I think it’s something the 
community can really rally around.” 


To list or not to list, on Registry 


There could be a fight brewing over 
the proposed listing of a property 
on die Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Municipal Heritage Registry. 

The Registry lists structures of 
potential historical and heritage 
interest. Listing is not "Designation,” 
but only a flag to the Heritage 
Committee and Town Council, that 
a building should be looked at more 
closely - particularly if the owners 
apply for a demolition permit. 

Listing on the Registry doesn't mean 
the owners can’t demolish, but it 
establishes a 60-day waiting period, 
during which time the Heritage 
Committee can investigate whether 
the building should be designated a 
Heritage Site, and preserved. 

In its June 3 meeting, BWG Council 
received a recommendation to list 108 
Moore St. The 2-storey brick home, 
located across from old St. Mary’s 
Building, dates from the 19th century, 
and was described as "Gothic Revival” 
in an earlier inventory of Bradford 
homes. 

Before the item came up on the 
agenda, Council heard from property 
owner Dino Deluca in Open Forum. 
Deluca asked Council to reject the 
recommendation of its committee, 
arguing that there is little of the 
origin^ structure left. “It has no 
heritage value at all,” he claimed, 
complaining that the owners “weren’t 
notified” that the Heritage Committee 
was discussing their property. 

"We need to do a better job of 
notifying owners. It’s disrespectful,” 
agreed Mayor Doug White. 

In subsequent debate, Councillor 


Carl Hordyk asked, "What are the 
property’s heritage values? Why such 
short notice to the property owners 
that their property is being put on the 
Heritage Registry?” He pointed out, “It 
is private properly. These people were 
genuinely concerned that they were 
only notified yesterday, and we’re 
dealing with it today.” 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer explained 
that the Committee had decided 
to recommend listing because "it 
appears they (the owners) do wish 
for a demolition permit, and wish to 
put other structures on this property." 
Listing the property would give the 
Committee an opportunity to “go 
in and hopefully have a look at the 
heritage value.” 

He later acknowledged, "To the 
best of my knowledge, none of the 
committee have contacted the owners. 
It’s just the Heritage Committee takes 
it as their responsibility not to miss 
any building.” 

Director of Planning Geoff 
McKnight pointed out that there is no 
requirement under the Heritage Act 
to notify the property owners when 
a property is listed on the Registry. 
"None-the-less, as a courtesy, we do 
let them know.” 

It is the Designation process, 
McKnight said, that requires 
notification “in writing. It’s a far more 
formal process than listing.” But 
without listing, he warned, there is no 
protection, should the owners apply 
for a demolition permit. 

"Here’s my problem... Council is 
always talking about the importance

to a "temporary sign on a temporary, 
portable tent... I've apologized to staff.” 
Mayor Doug White also had a booth at 
Chilifest, and a banner - but because it 
did not mention the upcoming election, 
the banner was legal. 

A letter has gone out to ail candidates, 
reminding them of the sign restrictions. 
Clerk Rebecca Murphy has indicated 
that the Town of BWG’s By-law is 
"considerably more strict than that of 
other communities,” Communications 
officer Caleigh Clubine said. There are 
plans to review the By-law for possible 
amendment - after the 2014 election. 
The By-law does not mention 
temporary displays; it is supposed 
to “prevent signs from cluttering the 
street,” Clubine noted.

informed choices” - and the potential 
life-long consequences of bad decisions. 

On June 5, the focus was on parents, 
and communicating with their teens 
about the risks. On June 6, the focus 
shifted to the teens themselves, who saw 
presentations by Police, paramedics, 
emergency physicians, nurses and 
therapists. Students learned about brain 
and spinal cord injuries, saw first-hand 
how the Emergency Dept, handles 
trauma cases, toured the Intensive Care 
Unit, and spent time in Rehab to see 
the functional impacts of irreversible 
injuries, and hear from trauma 
survivors. 

After lunch, they headed to the Central 
York Fire Services training centre on 
Timothy St., where a staged head-on 
collision scene, replicating the results of 
distracted driving, provided a graphic 
illustration of the consequences. 


“Accidents and deaths caused by 
using a phone while driving are 
100% preventable and it’s important 
for all people - especially youth - to 
think about the potential long-term 
consequences to themselves and other 
drivers, before responding to a call 
or text while behind the wheel,” said 
Central York Fire Services Chief Ian 
Laing. 

“Through this mock trauma scenario, 
we are exposing students to the sobering 
reality of the devastation that can result 
from making poor choices,” said York 
Regional Police Community Liaison 
officer Phil Mapley.

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Debating wine sales at the Farmers' Market 


The provincial government has given Farmers' 
Markets across Ontario permission to sell 
VQA wines, providing another opportunity for 
consumers to access local products. 

That additional access concerns Dr. Lisa Smith, 
Associate Medical Officer of Health with the 
Simcoe Muskoka District Health Unit. She has 
been approaching municipalities in Simcoe 
County and Muskoka Region, urging local 
Councils to ban wine sales at Farmers’ Markets. 

She appeared before BWG Council on June 
3, telling Councillors that public policy is the 
best way to reduce harm fiom alcohol use - and 
concerned about an apparent shift in Provincial 
policy, that makes alcohol more available in 
grocery store kiosks and now farmers’ markets. 

"Over-consumption does contribute to injuries 
to self and others, and to acute illness,” she said 
- liver disease, some cancers, cardiovascular 
disease, addictions, drinking and driving - “a 
burden of disease that alcohol contributes 
to, only second to tobacco.” Not only would 
sales at the area’s 26 Farmers’ markets increase 


access, it would “further normalize alcohol as 
an innocuous product, comparable with other 
farmers’ market goods, for adults, children and 
youth in attendance,” she said. “It is not.” 

Council was not convinced that permitting 
wine sales at the Bradford Farmers' Market for 
5 hours once a week would increase alcohol 
abuse. Councillor Carl Hordyk pointed out that 
the local Holland Marsh Winery “is not sold in 
an LCBO outlet.” Permitting sales of the winery’s 
products at the market would give consumers an 
opportunity to "buy local." 

Ontario has among the most stringent 
regulations governing sale and use of alcohol, 
said Councillor Del Crake. “I would have to give 
the people of this area a look and say, you are 
very responsible." 

Councillor Raj Sandhu asked why the Health 
Unit was “targeting" farmers’ markets. 

Janice Greco, SMDHU Program Manager for 
Injury and Substance Abuse, said, “We’re very 
much in support of farmers’ markets. We just 
don’t want to see alcohol sold there."

It was more of a "blast-off” for the new Chris 
Hadfield Public School. 

Although the school community has been 
housed together in the former Bradford Public 
School since September, bused in from homes in 
the west end of Bradford, the construction of a 
new school on West Park Avenue only began last 

And on June 6, representatives of the 
Simcoe County District School Board, school 
administration, teachers, parents and students 
came together in Kuzmich Memorial Park, 
adjacent to the construction site, to celebrate. 

With construction equipment operating in 
the background, students waved spaceship 
balloons, and sent air-powered rockets blasting 
into the sky. One student even dressed up as an 
astronaut, representing the school’s namesake, 
Commander Chris Hadfield. 

“Exciting things are happening in Area 4,” said 
Superintendent of Education, John Legere - 
pointing to the recent construction of Bradford’s 
new Fred C. Cook Public School, the Alliston 
Union public school in Alliston, and now Chris 
Hadfield. He credited co-operation between 
the municipalities and the SCDSB with creating 
“these future and everlasting community hubs.” 

“We’re so excited to be able to get the 
funding for these new schools," said Director 
of Education Kathi Wallace, noting that the 
school community has already been "built” in 


them over.” 

She called it 
a “once-in- 

a-lifetime opportunity,” to be part of creating a 
"brand new school.” 

The new Chris Hadfield PS will be a modem 
2-storey facility, with an elevator, interactive 
play areas, a learning centre, and 16 regular 
classrooms - designed to house 507 students. 
Construction should be completed by 
September 2015. 

“We can’t wait to bring our students into the 
new school,” said Principal Evelyn Alban, noting 
that the naming of the school for “a Canadian 
hero" has already built excitement among 
students and staff - an appropriate name, not 
only because Hadfield is a hero, but because 
he is “a great role model for our children, and 
because he’s future-thinking, which is important 
for us as educators.” 

“The school is going to be fabulous,” Chair of 
the Board of Trustees, Peter Beacock told the 
gathering. “There’s no question this school 
will be an amazing school, with amazing 
opportunities,” as the students sent their rockets 
skyward.

Duke visits Queen York Rangers 



The Queen’s York Rangers welcomed their 
Colonel-in-Chief, on June 5 - His Royal 
Highness, Prince Andrew, Duke of York. 

The Queen’s York Rangers is one of the oldest 
regiments in Canada, that has a history dating 
back to the American Revolutionary War. 

The Duke of York was the Honoured guest 
at a reception hosted 
by the Queen's York 
Rangers Regimental 
Council, at Oakview 
Terrace in Richmond 
Hill. He later attended 
a Trooping of the 
Guidon at Old Fort 
York in Toronto, to 
celebrate the awarding 
of 4 new battle 
honours. 

The Queen’s York 
Rangers received their 
Guidon - the symbol 
of a cavalry unit- in 
1984, from Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth. The 
standard replaced the 
original colours that 
are on display at the Fort York Armoury; and 
which date back to the American Revolution. 
They are believed to be the oldest military 
colours in North America. 

The original colours, bearing the motto, 
"Deeds Speak," were hand-sewn by area 
residents to show their support for the 
volunteers who joined the Rangers, said 
Lieut.-Col. Phil Halton, Commanding Officer. 
"We are very proud that York Regional Police 
continue that motto today,” the Lieut.-Col. 
said, and that "we continue to be appreciated, 
honoured, and recognized in this community.” 
The Queen’s York Rangers (1st Americans) 
served in the War of 1812,1885 Riel Rebellion, 


Boer War (1899-1902); contributed men to the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force during World 
War I, and were part of the Home Defence 
force during World War II. More recendy, 
the Rangers have served in Cyprus, Croatia, 
Bosnia, Somalia - and Afghanistan. 

The Duke of York had special praise for 
volunteers who sign up 
for Reserve units, like the 
Queen’s York Rangers. 

They play a role that goes 
beyond defence, he said. 

"The Reserves are seen as a 
part of community life... It is 
very, very important for the 
military to remain connected 
with the local communities. 
It’s a question of rec

Saluting the Monarchy, in Innisfil 


What better topic for the Victoria Day Long 
Weekend, than the Monarchy? 

The Innisfil Historical Society welcomed Jean 
Maurice Pigeon, Barrie-Huronia Branch of 
the Monarchist League of Canada, as guest 
speaker, on May 17. 

Pigeon chose to focus on “three Edwards 
who have had a significant connection to 
this country” - Edward, Duke of Kent and 
Strathearn, who was the 4th son of King 
George III and the father of Queen Victoria; 
Edward VIII who, as the Prince of Wales, 
toured Canada in 1919 - and abdicated in 
1936; and Edward, Earl of Wessex, youngest 
son of Queen Elizabeth II. 

The history of the 3 Edwards is interwoven 
with the story of Canada, Pigeon said. Edward 
Duke of Kent lived in Quebec City from 1791 
to 1793, regularly vacationed in Quebec, and 
resided in Halifax, from 1794 to 1800. He was 
the first member of the Royal Family to visit 
Upper Canada, where he was the guest of 
Lieutenant-Governor John Graves Simcoe, in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

His daughter Victoria was bom May 24, 

1819, and ascended the throne at the age 
of 18, Queen of not only Britain, but of 
Confederation, and Canada. 


Victoria’s son, Edward VII, visited Canada in 
1860, when he was still the Prince of Wales - 
laying the cornerstone of the first parliament 
buildings in Ottawa - but Pigeon preferred to 
focus on the brief reign of Edward VIII. 

Not only was there that 1919 tour, but in 1936, 
as King of Canada, Edward VIII unveiled the 
Vimy Ridge Memorial in France. He abdicated 
on December 11,1936. 

Finally, Edward Earl of Essex is part of the 
new wave of Royals, serving as Commander in 
Chief of the PEI Regiment, visiting Canada on 
a regular basis - in 2012, to present the Duke of 
Edinburgh Gold Award - and building stronger 
ties with Canadians. 

In fact, “the 15th 
and 16th heirs 
to the throne are 
Canadian citizens,” 

Pigeon noted, and
